Remarkable Incident Connected 
With Hi8 Sudden Tak- 
ing Off.

WoBCKSTKB, Mass., Feb. 24.—Here on 
Saturday lasi was laid to rest the body of 
John B, Gough 
There is one very remark- 
able incident connected with this sudden 
taking OÍF. Early in the season he had 
an engagement to 
l e c t u r e in t h e 
Frankford Presby- 
t e r i a n 
c h u r c h , 
Philadelphia, b u t 
was obliged to give 
it up on account of 
ill health. Another 
date was made for 
him, that of Mon- 
day night, Feb. 1& 
He arrivfd at the 
ehurcb on time and 
began bis lecture 
on "Peculiar' Peo- 
ple." Rut he sel- 
dom spoke on any 
s u b j e c t 
without 
sooner o r l a t e r 
toaehing on the 
topic which was ever nearest his heart—tem- 
perance. 


On this ni^ht, after speaking not quite 
three-quarters of an hour, he glided into a 
talk on the deadly effects of drunkenness. 
He was never more flery, never more elo- 
quent. 
lie gesticulated abundantly, and 
threw all the dramatic power of his nattu^ 
into his words. 
His audience was mag- 
netized anil thrilled as seldom in thoir lives. 
He adjured young men with all the inten- 
sity of his soul to abjure the serpent of 
alcohol. 
He raised his tones, and ia a fervid, 
powerful vo.<'e exclaimed: 


" T O T J N G M A X . M A K E 
T O T T B K E C O R D 
C I . E A N . " 


Jmmediiiteiy after it was obsei ved that he 
thew his ann< into the air, and that his 
head dropped upon his che.it He was alwavs 
intenselv dramatic, and the audience thought 
this was mere gesticulation. 
Some were 
even still de.-eived when the orator fell for- 
ward vpoii the p at form. 
But he did not 
rise. 
>i>ine ui tho^e present lifted him and 
carried lii.n to a sofa. 
There ^^:^s intense

His bi.story is familiar to almost every

He had i eeu lecturing on 
tenif)«'i Bn<e as far back as nianv of us can 
remeud)ei\ so long, indeed, it almo-it seemed 
that, like Teauyson's brook, he had been 
going ou ion-vtr. 
Yet we ñ:i<i :haC he wa.s 
only tíS yeai-H of age—not so ver\ old, after 
»11, in these times when people liv-. to >_>e 110. 
Bnt iie hud si>oken in puuli«.* more times than 
any olhor mau living, prol>Mbi . ihan any 
other mau dead. In one yoar be lecture«! 
S86 times. -.21 Times more thau 
t here were 
days. 
In all be had delivered at the time of 
his death about 8,000 lectures, and bad trav- 
eled half a million 
miles. 
It s not too 
much to say either that he permanently re- 
formed hundred« if not thousands of drunk- 
ards. 
He did this all the more efiPectually 
becaTise he wa.s a reformed druukard him- 
self. 
Iliose cold, rigid purists w itii a turnip 
in their hreasts in.stead of a heart, who sit 
C'dmly b i' lc and lecLure the drunkard on 
the enormous sin of inebriety llttl 
know 
the moiten tiie of craving that consumes 
his soul. 
But John B. Gougb knew how it 
was himself. 
The snakes, the scorpions and 
the 
buiiiing-eved 
demons of 
<lelirium 
tremens 
iiad 
lashed him in the midnight 
watches, 
His tíual esca;je from alcohol i« 
one of the most mugnificeut triumphs of the 
human ivill on record, if it was indeed 
simply that, and not also a power outside 
of and beyond him-elf. 


John B. (iough seems to have been raised 
Up to do a groat work. 
He himself always 
felt it to be so. His gifts and the money 
they bronght him were alike used for the 
good of his fellow man. 
His birth was 
iSnglish, his origin so poor and humble that 
when he was 12 years old hifl father appren- 
ticed hmi to a family coming to America. 
He aeni the 
away from him aud across 
tha water, iu the hope that in the new world 
he might ri-iK above the poverty and lowli- 
ness from wlii<rh there was no hope that he 
oould em i g& m the old. Poor people can- 
not afford to have feelings. 


Hn worked ou a farm at tirat; then b»- 
oaoM a bookbinder in a Methodist publish- 
ing houfkc. He was of a warm geuial natnre, 
with marvelous dramatic talent 
He never 
had more tbaii the rudiments of an educa- 
tion. 
The power he possessed came wiioUy 
by nature 
lie sunk, in youth, to tlie lowest 
depths of degradation. 
He was discharged 
from one si'uaMon after another. 
He mar- 
ried. but lost his wife and infant child by 
death 
It was said that his drunkenness 
I>artly caused the death if his girl wife. He 
felt as if it was so, and drank deeper to 
drown the sting of it. A Quaker, Mr. Strat- 
ton, fornd him reeling crazy drunk through 
the KtreeU of this city in 1842, and induced 
him to go to a temperance meeting and sign 
the pledge. After that came a tcrrifíc strug- 
gle of a week to keep the pledge. The 
struggle nearly killed him. He came out 
of it weak as an infant, but he triumphed. 
Shortly afterwards he began lecturing. The 
chapter of his autobiography in which he 
described the borrows of that week is almost 
blood chilling. 
He had a power of language 
which put things with the vividness of a 
lightning flash. EEe went to lecture in Eng- 
land oa temperance early in his career, and 
the students of Oxford university hissed and 
eg;ged bizn, mo unpopular was his cause in 
the land of porter and brown stout. 


Once after signing t h e pledge be relapsed, 
but only for a short time. An Unglish 
Mrritar says it i s m a i n l y t o John B . Gk>ugb 
that the United States owes its comparative 
freedom from dnmkenneei. 
He lectured 
over forty years, and nevvr overcame his 
stage fright 
H« always wanted to run 
away the first momtiit fdian he faced an 
audience. 
This 
tertil^c 
grew on him' 
of late 
years. 
B a never wrote out a 
tocturs 
or made a lifit» 
(rf his speeches 
beforehand. A neighbor of his told me 
last fall that Ckmt^ suÉ a poor man. His 
«twrity was as Uh^ •> bis earning«, fit 


had a beautiful country home near 
hero. 
He was much beloved by his neighbors. The 
principal treasure of his home was a very 
fine collection of the art works of George 
Cruikshank, the teetolalist 
jjainter and 
I friend of Gough. 
Among those 
whom 
Gough's bounty supported in recent years 
were the widow and children of Mr. Strat- 
ton. the good Quaker who reclaimed hun 
from inebriety, 
i t is good to leave such a 
record as his behind one.

Dal- 
ton said he was unable to comply with 
the order of the house committee, be- 
cause the senate committee still holds 
the returns.

The court immediately released 
Dalton on his own recognizance in the 
sum of $500 and appointed Wednesday 
next for a hearing of the case. 


THE STRIKERS 


At the McCormick Reaper Works 
Getting Riotous.

CHICAGO, Feb. 25.—The strikers at the 
McCormick reaper factory, to thejaum- 
ber of about one thousand, appeared in 
the vicinity of the works this morning, 
aud for the first time made a display of 
violence. The foreman of the works was 
stopped while driving to the works, and 
during a colloquy revolvers were drawn, 
but no shots were fired. He was after- 
wards permitted to go to the works. In 
the mean time another squad of idle men 
had stopped the engineer, and still an- 
other the steam and gas-fitter, who were 
on their way to the works, where they 
have been kept busy since the place was 
closed, keeping the machinery in order. 
After a short parley the engineer was al- 
lowed t o proceed, b u t t h e other m e n 
went home.

He is forty years of age and has a 
wife and five children.

Hon. Henry Watterson Restored 
to Health.

LouisviiiiiE, KY., Feb. 25.—Mr. Wat- 
terson improves daily. 
His physicians 
stated yesterday that he was out of dan- 
ger. 
He rests well; his mind is rapidly 
being emancipated from the effects of 
the disease with which he suffered, and 
he has that desire for food which will 
soon restore strength to the feeble body. 
Perhaps he may not be out for a month; 
perhaps he may be at his office within 
half that time. 
Since he has insisted 
upon getting well under circumstances 
which would have been fatal to an ordi- 
nary person, there is no telling what ad- 
ditional pleasant surprise he may 
give his friends. 
Few journalists 
have 
ever 
had a more 
varied 
®r eventful careor than Henry Watterson, 
of The Louisville Courier-Journal. 
Ha was 
the so a of a Democratio politician of the 
Jackson era, and born in Washington forty- 
six years ago. His first newspaper work 
was done wUe i a mere boy, as a musical 
critic, being himself a born musiciiia, on 
T h e 
S t a t e s , a 
"Washington paper. 
Juät as he reached 
manhood the war 
broke out, and he 
plunged 
into the 
conflict on the Con- 
federate side, serv- 
ing in various ca- 
pacities as a staff 
officer, a deficiency 
in sight preventing 
him from military 
o o m m a n d . His 
work for a year, 
in 1862-63 in the 
publication of The 
Chattanooga Rebel 
aided largely in endearing 
him to the 
people he defended, and permitted him 
afterwards 
to give 
these 
same peo- 
ple many a scoring; without the loyalty 
of his purpose being questioned. 
The pub- 
Ucation of this paper was certamly a trying 
tmderiakiag; his endeavor was to issue his 
paper as near the front as possib.e. The 
latter being sul)j?ct to frequent change, 
kept Watierson and his printing office on 
the jump. 
At the close of the war he re- 
turned to 'J ennes^ee, and helped resurrect 
The Na.shville 
Republican and Banner, 
which became prosperous. 
In 
he went 


to Loui-ville, Ky., and became a protege of 
the celebrated George D. Prentice, of The 
Louisville Journal 
He proposed the schema 
of uniting The Courier and Journal, and 
succeeded in bringing it about that year. 
The death of Mr. Prentice in 1«70 left him 
full swing, aud from here dates his career. 
Mr. Watterson threw himself into the vio- 
lent pai-tisin controversies of tho-ie troub- 
lous times as an advocate of a spirit of for- 
giveness and forgctfulness on the part of the 
south. 
In this he proved a leader and the 
annihila'or of Ku-Kluxism, contending, in 
and out of sea.son, for the education ¡ind ele- 
vation of the b ack population. 
In 1S72 he 
was one of the four newspaper 
editors 
called the Quadrilateral, who were the back- 
bone of the liberal movement, which cul- 
minated in the nomination of Horace Gree- 
ley. 
In lS7(i he presided at the Democratio 
national convention, being then the most 
ardent champion of Mr. Tilden's candidacy, 
which was accomplished. 
In 1676 Mr. Wat- 
terson was elected to congress, but declined 
a re-electiou. 
As one of the most vigorous 
of writers and thinkers and speakers, many 
of Mr. Wauerson s epigrams will go down 
into history. 
"No point of order is iu order 
when a woman has the floor" established a 
precedent for all future conventions. The 
•'iStnr-eved Goddess of Reform'' and tha 
100,000 Kent>ickian s which he proposed to 
march on Washington are his creati ons.

George Graham first married Miss 
Gorham here in 1871. 
He was divorced 
from her in 1873, and again married her 
April 17, 1878. They went out west 
with their two children and were lost 
sight of for a time. 


Grahp • n e x t turned up as the hus- 
band of the daughter of Mrs. Emma 
Malloy, the famous Hocsier temperance 
evangelist. 
Whether he was divorced 
from Ilia first wife or not, is not known, 
but he met her often afterward aad 
finally she disappeared altogether, leav-. 
ing her children with Mrs. Malloy. 


Graham w a s arrested f o r b i g a m y i n t h e 
mean-time and placed in prison, not- 


withstanding h i s boasted innocence.

Graham No. 1. was 
murdered or committed suicide does not 
af'pear in the telegram from Detective 
Davis, but CriahaiH and his paramours 
were suspected of knowledge of her dis- 
appearance and whereabouts. 


George Graham is a son of the late 
Engineer James Graham and his mother 
still lives at the corner of Clinton and 
Wayne streets. 


George Graham served two terms in 
the prison north, one for horse stealing 
and another for forgery.

1873, and got a term of five years. He 
then forged a check on Shuriok & Olds

This papyrus, which 
i s a sort of journal or day book of the 
Superintendent of the Thebes necropo- 
lis, furnishes curious details of a work- 
jnen's riot or disturbances in Thebes, in 
the twenty-ninth year of a King Eamses, 
Avho is supposed to be Ramses III. The f 
workmen's quarter sent a deputation on i 
t h e 27th of December to Hatnekin, the ; 
i e e p e r of the books, and to several jjriests- i 
of the necropolis.

deputation spoke as follows: 
"Behold,

face to face wT.th famine.

have neither nourishment, nor oil, nor- 'i 
vestments.

Pharaoh, praying him to give us these | 
things, and we now address the

It is not generally known that most of 
the plumage of tropical brightness which 
adorns the millinery seen upon the streets 
of Fort Wayne is from the fields and 
woods of Indiana and neighboring states.

There is a law on the stat- 
ute books prohibiting the destruction of 
the ordinary birds at any time during 
the year, but it has been a dead letter 
from the day of its passage. Now, to add 
to the wanton destruction of the warblers, 
fashion has made it a profitable busi- 
ness to kill birds for the million. 
Last 
year there were shipped from this state 
five thousand bird-skins collected from 
the Ohio valley, chiefly from Indiana. 
Now, suppose that half these birds were 
females, says the Indianapolis 
News. 
They would lay on an average five eggs 
each in a season, a total of 12,500 eggs. 
Of these, 10,000 probably would hatch. 
Added to the 5,000 birds killed, here is 
represented a yearly de-jtruction of 15,- 
000 birds—a sacrifice to fashion. 
Birds 
wantonly killed will more than double 
this destruction.

It is iioi generally known that moat of 


the plumage of tropical brightness which 
adonis tlie millinery seen upon thestreets 
of Fort Wayne is from tho fields and 
Tvooda of Indiana and neighboring states. 
Neither in it realized that, the native 
birds of the state are threatened with ex- 
termination. There is a law oa the stat- 
ute books prohibiting the destruction of 
the ordinary birds at any time during 
the year, but it has been fl dead letter 
from the day of ita passage. Now, to add 
•;o the wanton destruction of the warblers, 
fashion hai made it a profitable busi- 
ness to kill birds for the million. Last 
year there were shipped from this state 
five thousand bird-skins collected from 
the Ohio valley, chiefly from Indiana. 
Now, suppose that half these birds were 
females, says the Indianapolis News. 
They would lay on an average five eggs 
each in a season, a total of 12,600 eggs. 
Of these, 10,000 probably would batch. 
Added to the 5,000 birds killed, here is 
represented a yearly destruction of 15,- 
000 birds—a sacrifice to fashion. Birds 
wantonly killed will more than double 
this destruction.
